Reltaiant leaders Will Face TIU1 Pro- 
Menu Factor Chnrcbct at .Load* 
i iilo Conference In December. 

Louisville, November 20— RellglouB 
leaders of the state will be brought 
face to face with the vital problems 
which are oonrrontlng the ohurch at 
the present time, In the conferences 
which are to be held the first part of 
December In Lexington and Louisville, 
under the auspices of the Interchurch 
World Movement. The entire field of 
church problems will be presented by 
some of the foremost authorities of 
America. 

For three days, the conferences will 
discuss these problems, these first be- 
ing stated by a principal speaker, and 
then being taken up from the flooi;, by 
the delegates present. These dele- 
gates will be drawn fom all of the 
Protestant churches of the state, and 
will come from practically every 
county. They will be headB of churcli 
boards, leaders in educational work, 
pastors of churcheB, and prominent 
laymen and laywomen. 

Some of the most vital problems 
which will be discussed are world 
needs' In the. present hour of recon- 
struction, Boclal unrest as it applies 
to industrial and racial problems, free 
speech and national loyalty and tho 
need for Chrlstion Americanization of 
foreigners. The c'.ty and rural sur- 
veys which are being undertaken by 
the Interchurch World Movement with 
the assistance of the various Protest- 
ant denominations will be examined 
and explained, as to the ends to be 
accomplished and the methods by 
which the surveys are being conduct- 
ed.

ROOSEVELT DOES IT WHILE 
OTHER FOLKS TALK 

Incidents Recalled Showing- tireat Vi- 
tality of the Lamented Col. 
_ Theodore Reosevelt. 

Since Uie death of Colonel Roose- 
velt, old-timers In Washington have 
been recalling many Incidents Illus- 
trative of the tremendous vitality of 
the man, his determination to get 
things accomplished, and his unwill- 
ingness to let red tape Interfere with 
the accomplishment of that which 
seemed necessary to be done. One 
of these Incidents was recounttd the 
other day of Col. William Boyce 
Thompson, chairman of the Roose- 
velt Memorial Association'. It was 
narrated with much appreciation by 
a Congressman who didn't appreciate 
it so much when It occurred. It ran 
as fallows: 

The Government waB co-operating 
with the Pennsylvania and Baltimore 
ft Ohio Railroads in the project for 
edifice. The site of the Pennsylvania's 
old station— now the Mall near the 
White House— had been purchased by 
hte Government, and it was purposed 
to raze the buildings. But Congress 
had been held late in a special session, 
and the members were anxious to get 
home, so it was decided to postpone 
the letting of bids for tearing down 
the buildings until Congress re-assem- 
bled the next fall. This duty natural- 
ly devolved on the Committee- on the 
District of Columbia, which has 
charge of Government property in the 
District. Meantime a major of engi- 
neers was placed in charge, as cus- 
todian. 

When the Committee held its first 
meeting at the next session of Con- 
gress, the matter of letting contracts 
for the raxing of the old station was 
brought up. 

"Why. gentlemen." declared an as- 
tonished Representative, "there Is 
nothing to tear down. I walked past 
there this morning, and there's noth- 
ing but the bare earth where the old 
station stood." 

The Committee Bent post-haste for 
the custodian, and the chairman asked 
him sharply what had become of the 
building he had charge of. 

"It has been razed and the material 
stored, sir", replied the major. 

"By whose order?" queried the 
chairman, red In the face. 

"By order of President Roosevelt, 
sir." 

"Where in hell did he get any au- 
thority to butt Into our business?" ex- 
ploded the chairman. 

"Well, sir," said the major, "It Is 
not for me to question the authority 
or the orders of my commander-in- 
chief, but to obey them. And I did, 
sir." 

And Congress decided to consider it 
a fact accomplished, and let It go at 
that.

BODY OF LOST CHILD IS 

LYING IN SWAMP 



Foal Play, Is Decision of Coroner Af- 
ter Tlewlng Corpse. 

Hammonton, N. J., November 22. —

Many persons believed the body h:i 
been kidnapped and supposed elm 
led officials to many sections of t 
country. 

The Dansey boy was about thr 
years old and was the son of Hercu 
Dansey, who came here from PIti 
burg, Pa., a year ago and purchas i 
a small farm on the outskirts of Han 
monton.
